GERMANS HAVE FAILED | 


TO BREAK ALLIED GRIP 


Thousands of German 
Troops Have Been Sacri- 


ficed in Vain Efforts to | 


Recapture Dominating Po- 
sitions Taken by French 
and British. 


New York, April 27.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The cannon are booming from 
Lens to Auberive in zane. while the 
infantry of both oppon#@nts apparently 
rests after the great battles of the past 
three weeks along this great line. 

The British artillery, which in the 
second week of the battle of Arras used 
up more shells than ever had been used 
in one action in the history of modern 
warfare, continues its deadly and de- 
structive work. The French guns also 
are active, while ¢he German artillery 
answers at various points. Apparently 
this is the lull before the next great 
clash in northern France. 

While the Germans have checked for 
the moment the latest efforts of Field 
Marshal Haig’s soldiers to capture the 
strongly-entrenched positions cem- 
manded by Crown Prince Rupprecht, 
bests te recapture positions 

taken from them by the British and 
French have met with sanguinary fail- 
ure. South ead northwest of St. Quen- 
tin, thaf strong and important link in 
the German defense system, British and 
French troops have hurled back Ger- 
man counter attacks with heavy losses. 
Efforts of the German crown prince to 
break the French grip northeast of 
Soissons failed. Recent German efforts 
to check the French here, a report from 
Paris says, have resulted in the loss of 
200,000 men killed, wounded and Gap- 
tured. 


BRITISH GAIN 
MORE GROUND. 


In local operations along ‘the Arras- 
Cambrai road and northward the Brit- 
ish have gained some ground and the 
French have advanced near Hurtebise 
and on the Vauclerc plateau, as well as 
at one point in the fight-scarred region 
of Moronvilliers. 

Over the battle line and behind the 
German positions the wasp-like air- 
planes have been busy aiding the artil- 
lery in finding its targets. Both French 
and British dbirdmen have battled des- 
perately with German airplanes to ob- 
tain information which only they can 
get. In numerous flights over, behind 
and in front of the entrenchments An- 
gio-French aviators have brought down 
ten German airmen and sent down 
twelve others damaged or out of con- 
trol. Berlin claims the destruction of 
eleven allied machines. 

The tide has turned and British 
troops now have a real chance to fight, 
declared Premier Lloyd-George in an 
address at the Guild hall Friday. During 
the first eighteen days of the battle of 
Arras, he said, the British gained four 
times as much ground and captured 70 
per cemt more prisoners and almost 300 
per cent more guns.than during the 
similar period at the beginning of the 
Somme offensive, which brought about 
the recent German retreat on that part 
of the front.

More. Merchant Ships Must. 


Be Put in Commission and 
Steps Taken to Insure a 
Greater Yield of Food- 
stuffs. 


Washington, April 27.—Evidence of 


growing svccess for the ruthless Ger- 
man submarine blockade has forced the 
problem of supplying the entente 
quickly with food and other necessi-ies 
sharply into the forefront of the Amer- 
ican government's war program. 

Aroused by information brought to 
this country by the British and French 
war missions, President Wilson and his 
cabinet set about today ¢o launch with 
its full force as speedily as possible 
their campaign to break down the 
blockade, planned by the administra- 
tion as the nation’s first physical stroke 
against Germany. 

The food problem occupied the cabli- 
net meeting almosx to the exclusion of 
all other important war questions be- 
fore the government. Afterward it was 
indicated that the recent German sub- 
marine ravages were considered so suc- 
that the United States must 
marsha] its resources immediately to 
put more merchant ships in commis- 
sion, to help devise some means . of 
fighting submarines and to insure a 
greater yield :of foodstuffs to offset 
the increasing destruction of food car- 
goes in he war sume. 

America Muat Act Quickly. 

Members of the cabinet took to the 
meeting a great quantity of informa- 
tion given by the visiting missions, in- 
cluding a plea by some members of the 
French commiission that America must 
act quickly if the world is ¢o be saved 
from famine. Recent declarations in 
the British parliament were reviewed 
as supplementing this evidence. There 
was no attempt to conceal the impres- 
sion that the food problem had taken 
on an aspect making & incomparably 


cessful 


ithe most pressing questions facing the 


United States in its efforts to stem the 
progress of its enemy. 

Although details of the steps to be 
taken were not revealed, there were 
indications tonight that more energetic 
measures might be expected to speed 
up the work of relieving the food sit- 
vation in the entente countries. These 
measures, it was predicted, would be 
the first to take form asa result of the 
international war conferences here. 

Acceleraticn of the shipping board’s 
program for a great fleet of wooden 
ships to carry foodstuffs is regarded 
as certain. 

To increase the trans-Atlantic ton- 
nage the board is striving to put the 
German and Austrian ships into service 
ae quick!y as possible and the transfer 
to foreign trade of as many as prac- 
ticable of the coastwise and Great 
Lakes steamers and more. energetic 
steps than ever in that direction are 
looked for. Early action on food con- 
trol legislation is forecast and ¢here 
probably will be more urgent appeals 
to the farmers to develop agricultural 
resources to their utmost. , 

U. 8S. Navy and U-Boat Menace. 

What the navy will do directly to 
combat the submarine menace has not 
been fully developed, but it is known 
that Secretary Daniels is planning fur- 
ther conferences with shipbuilders to 
speed up the construction of destroy- 
ers, the type of naval vessel generally 
regarded as most effective against un- 
dersea craft. It is known also that

April 27.—(Via London.)—The Germanj|will be loaned by the United States 


airmen had one of the greatest sur- 
prises of their lives late yesterday. The 
day had been heavily overcast until 
nearly 6 o’clock in the evening when 
the clouds suddenly thinned and the 
sun broke through. A few German ma- 
chines had been sighted well back of 
their lines during the obscured period, 
but when the sun shone out sevéral en- 
emy squadrons which had been housed 
all day came out to stretch their wings 
in the slanting afternoon’s rays. 

The had scarcely taken the air when 
the British machines pounced wpon 
them and in the after-tea-time fight- 
ing that ensued several German ma- 
chines were seen to crash and eight 
others to be driven down completely out 
of control, which are believed to have 
been destroyed. 

Between 6 and 8 o'clock the air was 
filled with wonderful Incidents of deeds 
of daring. There were running fights 
and general melees. One distinguished 
young Britisher who only recently re- 
turned to the air after several months 
of rest, deliberately “sat over an enemy 
airdrome” and watched six enemy ma- 
chine leave the ground and begin to 
climb toward him. He was sitting at 
13,000 feet and calmly remained there 
unti] the leader of the challenging 
planes had attained about six thousand 
feet. 

Dewn Went Germans With Crash. 

In the meantime he had noticed that 
one of the hostile birds was something 


and a very short nose. The Britisher, 
however, did not stop to worry about 
it. He dived at the highest of the 
climbers and gave him two bursts from 
his machine gun. Down went the Ger- 
mans in a crash just outside a bit of 
wood. 

While this little action was going on 
five other Germans had formed be- 
tween the British plane and his home 
line. Firing as he came, the Britisher 
tried to break through the formation, 
but failed: Then he turned away, as if 
about to attempt an escape toward the 
south. All the Germans started in pur- 
suit. One of them soon out-distanced 
the others and was approaching the 
Britisher, when the latter whirled about 
and fired inte the German at point 
blank range-and saw him burst into 
flame. , 

Next in line was the long-tailed, 
short-nosed setranger. “I drove him 
down, too,” was the pilot's report, “bui 
after falling a great distance he flat- 
tened out and was apparently all 
right.” 


A young khaki-clad pilot was car- 
ried far from his own airdrome, but 
managed to cross the British line safe- 
ly just before night fall. His machine 
was absolutely riddled with bullets, 
but he was unhurt. Asked to tell about 
his adventures, the airman merely 
shrugged his shoulders and said: “Oh,

nounced tomorrow. While the amount 
has not been divulged, it is understood 
to be between $50,000,000 and $100,000,- 
000. 

France will receive between $150,000,- 
000 and $200,000,000, probably the larger 
amount. Before the end of next week 
the loan should be in Ambassddor Jus- 
serand’s hands. 

Loans Will Be Heavy. 

With the completion of these trans- 
actions the total of the government’s 
loans to the allies will approximate 
$500,000,000. There is every indication 
that at least $500,000,000 more will be 
loaned the allies befoate the end of the 
fiscal year, June 30, and the amount 
may run to $1,000,000,000 more, bringing 
the grand total of America’s loans dur- 
ing the first three months of the war 
up to $1,500,000,000. At this rate $6,- 
000,000,006 a year would be put out, or 
double the sum provided for in the war 
finance law. 

The administration has definitely de- 
cided to continue its loans to entente 
governments pending the issue of bonds, 
the money being raised by the issuance 
of treasury certificates of indebtedness. 
It is likely that Secretary McAdoo will] 
issue another block of $200,000,000 to 
$250,000,000 before the end of next week 
through the federal reserve banks. 

Revised estimates of entente needa in- 
dicate that the amount they will re- 
quire prior to June 30—the date tenta- 
tively set for the recetpt of proceeds for 
the first bond issue—will be nearer §$1,- 
500,000,000 than the $1,000,000,000 orig- 
inally estimated. To meet these _ re- 
quirements certificates of indebtedness 
may be issued by the treasury depart- 
ment in blocks of $250,000,000 every two 
weeks instead of every three weeks. 
The program as to this and other de- 
tails, however, is still in a tentative 
stage. 

Seven Nations Want Loans. 

Seven nations have applied directly for 
loans or indicated that they would ap- 
preciate them—Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Russia, Belgium, Cuba, and to the 
surprise of many administration offi- 
cials, Haiti. In addition it is reported 
that Brazil, contemplating war with 
Germany, has sounded informally the 
sentiment of officials with a view of 
determining whether her application for 
a loan would be favorably received in 
case of war. 

Russia's needs: probably will be the 
next taken up by the administration 
with a view to advancing such financial 
aid as may be immediately imperative. 
The financial program with respect to 
Russia, however, may remain in tenta- 
tive form until the American commis- 
sion soon to go abroad shall have made 
at least a preliminary report as to her 
requirements.

sured, War Department Is 
Preparing to Set Machin- 
ery in Motion to Secure 
Recruits. 


Washington, April 27.—With enact- 
ment of the selective draft army bill 
apparently assured, the war depart- 
ment is preparing to set machinery in 
Motion to produce within two years 4 
trained army of 2,000,000 men. 

Within ten days after the bill is 
signed, every township in the country 
will be registering its young men for 
duty and work will have begun on the 
sixteen training camps where prepara- 
tion of the forces for war will ‘start 
in August or September. Sites for the 
cantonments have been selected tenta- 
tively. 

Decentralization of administrative 
work will be sought by the department 
in every move it makes. It is known 
that registration will be carried on 
through sheriffs and other county of- 
ficials, aided by postmasters or other 
federal agencies where that seems de- 


sirable. 
How Men Will Be Selected. 


Wide publicity is planned so that 
no man liable for registration will 
have a good excuse for failing to re- 
spond. On a date to be set every 
citizen affected by the act will be re- 
quired on pain of heavy penalty to 
present himself at the nearest regis- 
tration place, where machinery will 
be provided for classifying the recruits 
and eliminating those exempt. 

With the rolls of those lable for 
service complete, the task of selecting 
the men to go in the first increment 
of 600,000 will begin. It has been 
suggested that this be done by means 
of the county jury wheel. The first 
man whose name is drawn would go, 
under that plan, with the first 500,000 
to be called out for training within a 
few months. The second drawn would 
go with the increment, to be 
called six months later; the third with 
the third increment, with duty a year 
off; the fourth with the fourth in- 
crement, and so on. 

Meanwhile the work of building the 
cantonments will go forward. Regu- 
lar troops and national guardsmen will 
be assigned to them with each arm of 
the service so represented as to pro- 
vide ¢he framework of a complete army 
division at each point. The guardsmen 
will be selected from the territory cov- 
ered by the training district so far as 
practicable. Police duty at the can- 
tonments will become part of the re- 
sponsibility of each district comman- 
dant and he will make such assignment 
of his forces as he may deem wise. 
Meantime, both the regular and guards- 
men will continue recruiting te war 
strength. 

Rigoreus Course of Training. 

With the new regiments assembled, a 
rigorous course of training will be un- 
dertaken. The officers’ training camps 
to be established within a few days in 
each district will begin at the end of 


second 


three months pouring new officers into’ 


this organization, and the enlisted men 
selected from the ranks of the regu- 
lars for commissions will be given spe- 
@ial instructions to fit them for officers. 
Until the army of young men presents 
itself at the camps in August or Sep- 
tember the regulars and guardsmen 
also will pursue a vigorous course of 
training. 

The plans calls for the transfer to the 
firat 500,000 men obtained by draft of 
from 150,000 to 200,000 non-commis- 
sioned officers trained in the regular 
and national guard regiments. It is 
here that the opportunity lies for men 
Who volunteer now as enlisted men in 
the ranks of the two services. On the 
war department officials believe, even 
to a greater extent than upon the com- 
missioned officers, will depend the ef- 
ficiency of the new armies. The back- 
bone of any military organization ig its 
non-commissioned force and in the 
months that precede the calling out of 
the first 500,000 officers of the general 
staff hope there will be found in the 
ranks of the regulars’and guardsmen 
such a supply of men competent for 
these positions that the future of the 
later armies will be assured beyond 
doubt.

Near midnight, when the senate was 


took the floor and announced his in- 
tention of speaking.

Senator La Follette 
punctuated his speech with sarcasm 
and brought many giggles from a few 
of the women spectators. 

Referring to the revolution in Russia 
he criticised the appointment of Elihu 
Root of the American mission to that 
country. 

“These are great days for democracy,” 
said Mr. LaFollette, ¢urning to the bill 
again. ‘““‘We are going to draft an army 


and go over and shoot democracy into ; 


the German government.” 

Senator La Follette concluded his 
speech on the army bill at 1:65 this 
morning after having spoken 2% hours, 
and the senate recessed until 10 a. m., 
when debate on the measure will con- 
tinue. 

Mr. La Follette made a final plea that 
the United States should exert its great 
influence to bring the war to an early 
conclusion, but said that i should not 
be drawn into an agreement with the 
allies that would prevent it from mak- 
ing a separate peace with Germany. 

Representative Gardner, of Massa- 
chusetts, appealing to the house for 
the Austin amendment, declared that 
“failure to mobilize Roosevelt in this 
crisis’ was deliberate neglect of one 
of the greatest moral forces ever 
known. 

Representative Sherley, of Kentucky, 
said the amendment would disorganize 
the army and throw open an oppor- 
tunity for others seeking like privi- 
legwes, 

Republican Leader Mann's speech was 
a feature in the long debate in the 
house. Hfs first remarks evoked 
cheering from the volunteer element 
when he said those in favor of Colonel 
Roosevelt's request could easily give 
him that opportunity by voting:for the 
volunteer amendment. But a moment 
later the applause came from the draft 
side.

In every war, he said, 
some Americans have put every obsta- 
cle in the way. 

“The extreme pacifist always has 
been with us,”’ he said, fand frequent- 
ly he hampered the operations of the 
government, in and out of congress.” 

A system which promises the volun- 
teer to sacrifice his lifé¥in defense of 
his flag and permits the shirker to 
remain at home, he denounced as nei- 
ther fair, just or democratic. 

Mr. Kahn said that Belgium’s army 
was made up from draft, that the sol- 
diers who fought the battle of the 
Marne and are now driving back the 
German forces were all men conscript- 
ed by France, and that the Italians are 
conscripts. 

“Under systems of universal obliga- 
tion to service in wartime,” he said, 
“these men were trained for just such 
an emergency as that which confronts 
them today. Anyone who attempts to 
belittle the valor of the conscript does 
not know what he is talking about.” 

Representative Kahn was frequently 
interrupted with applause and he was 
given rounds of and-clapping and 
cheers when he concluded. 

“T often think,” he said, as he clos- 
ed “that the old stamina of the fathers 
has gone from us in these days of ma- 
terial growth. Every man should be 
ready to fight for the sacred rights 
of America. We should write into the 
statute book a law for conscription so 
that the future generations will feel 
that it is the duty of every American 
citizen to lay down his life, if need 
be, on the altar of his country.” 

Mr. Kahn declared that if France 
had awaited the enlistment of volun- 
teers there probably would be no 
France. 

Dent for Volunteers. 

Chairman Dent followed Mr. Kahn 
with the final argument for the volun- 
teer amendment. 

Representative Dent defended changes 
made in the bill by the committee, par- 
ticularly that to raise the age limits. 
He spoke particularly against forcing 
into the army boys who did not want 
to go to war and exclude others who 
sought to serve,_as he declared, the 
selective draft would do. 

“Under this pecusren system of se- 
lective draft,” he said, “boys :who de- 
sire to remain civilians always would 
have this sword of Damocles hanging 
over them during the ages when they 
are liable to be called for military 
service, and at the same time the names 
of boys who desire to be soldiers may 
never be drawn from the box.” .

British Premier Says Allied 
Victory Is in Sight—Urges 
Quick Settlement of Irish 
Question. 


London. April 27.—An appeal for all 
parties to throw aside all differences 
in getting the Irish question out of 
the way, was made by Premier Lloyd- 
George in a speech in the Guild hall 
today in which he also discussed the 
military situation and other problems 
of the British government. 

Ireland, he said, must be converted 
to a cheerful, loyal comrade. The 
settlement of the Irish question is es- 
sential for the peace of the world and 
victory in the 
war, the tide of which, he said, has 
turned. He reviewed the work of the 
firat British army in Europe and said 
that the British troops now have a 
real chance to fight Hie predicted that 
the end of the war was approaching. 

The submarine, the premier asserted, 
is the worst problem the British nation 
and the allies have to meet. Hie de- 
clared that it could be met and that, 
although he did not care to minimize 
the gravity of the situation, he was 
perfectly satisfied that if the present 
aggressive program against the subma- 
rine be carried out, the menace will be 
defeated and with it the central pow- 
ers.

Britain's Food Problem. 

As regards the food problem, Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George said that the Brit- 
ish nation must take no chances and 
that everyone must help. He said that 
3,000,000 fresh acres of land are being 
put into cultivation and that even with- 
out a ton of food being brought from 
abroad “‘no one cah starve us." He de- 
clared that steps had been taken to in- 
crsease greatly the amount of ship- 


ping to be built. 
In referring to the political future 
of Great Britain the premier said: 
“We have been taught by the war 
the real value of empire and one of 
the first duties of the statesmanship of 
the future will be to take the neces- 
sary measures to aid the development 
of the splendid resources we possess. 
That ought to be our special care and 
our special pride as it undoubtedly 
will be our special security. We want 
to develop the lands under the flag. 
“Germany's greatest disappointment 
in this war, ard she has had many, 
has been India,” said the premier in 
conclusion. “Germany expected sedi- 
tion, distraction, dissatisfaction, disloy- 
alty and the forces of Britain absorb- 
ed in a task of suppressing these. What 
did she find? Enthusiasm, loyalty, help 
for the empire, and India is entitled 
to ask that these loyal myriads should 
feel not as if they were a subject race 
in the empire, but a part of the nation.” 
Among those present at the Guild 
hall meeting were representatives of 
the overseas dominions and India, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and members of 
the house of lords and the house of 
commons.

NEGRO SEGREGATION 


Validity of the Ordinances of 
Many (Cities Being 
Argued. 


Washington, April 27.—Validity of 
many cities’ negro segregation ordi- 
nances was argued today before the 
supreme court. 

The test case heard was that upon 


the constitutionality of a Louisville, 
Ky., ordinance establishing residence 
zones for whites and negroes. 
Richmond, Baltimore, St.. Louis, 


many other cities have similar ordi- 
nances, whose fate depends upon the 
court's decision in the present case. 
Attorneys representing clry authorities, 
improvement organizations and negroes’ 
societies, including some “ounsel of na- 
tional repute, appeared. 

The Louisville ordinance prohibits 
negroes from occupying residences in 
a block in which white residents are 


the majority residents are negroes. 
The principal contentions in favor of 
the ordinance are that it tends to re- 
move racial friction, stabilize property 
values both of whites and blacks and 
does not discriminate against either 


race, being applicable in its terms to 
both alike. 


terfuge discriminating against the negro 
race, restricts their development and is 
in violation of the constitutional. clause 
prohibiting discrimination because of 
race, color or previous condition of 
servitude” was argued in opposition to 
its validity.

after a brilliant duel he drove him 
down in flames. 

During this fighting the Britisher 
had become entirely detached from the 
remainder of the formation. Seeing 
this, three of the hostile machines 
made for him. He bravely attacked 
and drove the German leader tumbling 
out of control, but the other two Ger- 
mans kept up the battle. In a few 
minutes, however, one of these sud- 
denly flew away and the combat again 
became a duel, with the machines 
wing to wing. Finally the naval flier 
maneuvered into a position which gave 
him the vital opportunity. There was 
another -burst of fire and down crash- 
ed the last German machine. 

During certain periods of the fight- 
ing the machines were less than 50 
feet from the ground. The Britisher 
managed to struggle back to his lines. 
Exhausted from the fury of the fight- 
ing, he let his machine fall in land- 
ing. He was unhurt, however. The 
wings of his plane had been peppered 
with bullets. The airman ad not 
realized this fact, but during the fight- 
ing he had been fired on not alone by 
his aerial opponents, but by German in- 
fantry and as + as well. 

While the fighting scouts ordinarily 
have the most interesting experiences 
to relate, the poor old hard-working 
photographing machines also have 
their desperate moments. One of these 
recently was attacked by eleven hos- 
tile fighting scouts. Nearly all its 
controls were shot away and the ob- 
server, seriously wounded, fell half 
out of his machine. Although still ma- 
rneuvering his machine in an attempt to 
escape the direct fire of the surround- 
ing Germans, the British pilot grasped 
the wounded observer to prevent him 
from falling out and brought the plane 
safely down inside his own lines just as 
it burst into flames. Then under a 
heavy shell fire the pilot carried the 
observer to safety. 


He Saved His Plates. 

Another photographer aviator brought 
his machine down under a heavy attack, 
and, as usual, the German artillery be- 
gan to shell it. Despite this, he man- 
aged to remove all his exposed plates 
and scampered away just before a heavy 
shell tore the plane to bits.

While there was no intimation in the 
telegram as to why the census bureau 
wanted to know by wire the number of 
precincts in Georgia, it was evident 
that the information was-sought by the 
War department and the urgency of the 
Message led attaches in the secretary 
of state's office to believe that it. was 
preliminary to the taking of a mili- 
ta census in Georgia, probably next 
“ to determine just how many men 
in this state would be liable to military 
guty under the terms of the conscrip- 
tien measure.

Every Man in State 
Urged to Take Hand 
In Navy Recruiting 


; 
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New Plan Is Now Being 
| Tried to Fill Ranks in Sea 
| Service — “Marine Week’’ 
Will Be Announced Soon. 


/ Consistent, well directed work in re- 
,cruiting for the navy and the marine 
,corps throughout the United States took 
'a new angle Friday when it was an-| 

nounced that in the former branch cir-, 

cular letters were being gotten out 
‘calling on the citizens of the district 
/who were unable to enlist themselves 
'to do.all in their power to secui® men 
| for the navy. 

“The navy is now 600 men behind 
her allotted quota in Georgia and Flor- 
ida, respectively,” declared Lieutenant 
Keller, recruiting officer in charge. “For 
this reason and in order to get our 
number by May 5, we are going to 
adopt this new system to see if in that 
way we cannot bring them in.” 

Navy Clreular. 

The following is a copy of the letter 
which will be published over the en- 
tire district and which isa personal ap- 
peal to every man, under the heading— 
“How You Can Best Serve Your Coun- 
try now.” In part it reads: 

The following plan is suggested for any 
given locality: 

. Form a committee having representa- 
tives from all the towns and villages in the 
district selected. 

2. This committee collect funds. 

3. Obtain samples of recruiting posters, 
literature, etc., from the nearest recruiting 
office and have these printed. 

4. Obtain automobiles with chauffeurs and 
enough persons to form recruiting parties, 
including women, the autoombiles to be used 
to hunt recruits and transport them to the 
doctors to be examined. (Doctors will be 
furnished pantphlets showing physical re- 
quirements for recruits for the navy.) 

5. Send applicants passing the physical 
examination to the nearest navy recruiting 
station. Provision should be made for re- 
turn of applicant to his home in case he 
a not pass exumination at recruiting sta- 

on. 

» It is suggested that committee include 
postmaster, principals and teachers of high 
schools, Y. M. . A. representatives and 
doctors. 

7. An applicant between I7 and 18 should 
procure an affidavit from his parents or 
guardian, consenting to his enlisting in the 
navy to serve until 21, and stating the 
date and place of birth. An applicant over 
18 should present evidence of the place 
and date of his birth. 

Recruiting stations are located at the fol- 
lowing points: Albany, Ga.; Athens, Ga; 
Jacksonville, Fla.; Atlanta, Ga.; Athens, Ga.; 
Macon, Ga.; Tampa, Fla.; Brunswick, Ga; 
Augusta, Ga.; Rome, Ga.; Americus, Ga.; 
Elberton, Ga.; Savannah, Ga.; Valdosta, Ga., 
and Ocala, Fla. 

Decrease in Recruits. 

In the navy Friday only ten men 
were enlisted, where a week ago more 
than three times this number were com- 
ing in. 

An order was received from Washing- 
ton Friday which directed Lieutenant 
Keller to turn down all applicants who 
were under 17 years old. Previously, 
by special permission of the depart- 
ment, men 16 years of age, but who 
were unusually mature, could be ac- 
cepted. 

By May 5, 606 men are needed in the 
navy to complete the quota for Geor- 
gia. 

In the marine corps a new feature 
will soon be tried following advices 
from the major general commandant 
at Washington. The new feature is the 
introduction of “Marine Corps Week” 
which will be used to rake the entire 
country from one end to the other in 
order to secure in that week alone 
4,000 men. Plams for the week con- 
template wide advertisings through the 
medium of the leading magazines, pa- 
pers and periodicals as well as es- 
pecial appeals from pulpits and press 
for men to enter this branch of the 
service. It is also: planned to request 
President Wilson to issue a call for 
this number of men by Saturday night 
of the week to be designated. 

Another feature of the work of the 
marine corps soon will be the flying 
of a monster kite over the Empire 
building, the kite carrying propaganda 
appealing to men to enlist. 


Recruiting for Army. 


In the army business continues about 
as usual, with more attention being 
given right now to the applicants for 
places in the officers’ reserve corps 
training camp than to any other 
branch. iday Captain Heidt admin- 
istered the oath to about 30 applicants 
and they were sent to the office of 
Dr. Robert Gramling for examination. 
These men with the great number al- 
ready examined, will be directed within 
the next few days to report to Fort 
McPherson to begin their course of 
training. The training will last for 
three months, after which examina- 
tions will be held. 

Regardless of this, however, recruit- 
ing officers for the army had a busy 
day Friday, during which 20 men were 
enlisted and more waiting late in the 
evening. 

The evident desire of the men to 
await action on the proposed conscrip- 
tion is given as the ‘reason for the 
falling off in the number of recruits. 

Captain Heidt, im discussing this ap- 
parent inactivity on the part of men 
who have indicated their desires to 
enter the services, warned again 
against the fallacy of waiting and out- 
lined the great good to be derived from 
volunteer service at the present time.

_ The remorse of the czar, his appar- 
ent inward struggle, told no clearer 
story than the strongly delineative 
rhythm, and the heart of the opera lies 
in emotional appeal. 

So rhythm, color and feeling were 
popular elements to offset that unde- 
niable gloom which had to be inherent 
in any faithful picture of the tragedy 
of a heroic figure outlined against the 
woes of a nation. 


Nationalism in the Music. 


The religious element which is oblig- 
ed to color any characteristic chroni- 
cle of a people is sounded to produce 
some of the most impressive and beau- 
tiful music in the opera, and that super- 
stitition which is a parasite of religion, 
where ignorance and the abuse of ec- 
clesiastical influence are prevalent, is 
a continual motif in the drama. 

No hearer could escape some realiza- 
tion of that wonderful atmosphere of 
medieval Russianism which was pro- 
duced by the combination of the relig- 
ious chant, the splendor of barbaric ac- 
coutrement reflected in the investiture 
of the musical theme, and the chaotic 


‘spirit of that national and tragic sense 


of fatalism, which was an outgrowth 
of oppression and hopes denied. 

While the opera is an exaggeratipn of 
conditions in modern Russia, it is not 
far-fetched to say that it prowided a 
wonderfully illuminative treatise on the 
great national drama which recently cli- 
maxed in Russia after centuries of log- 
ical leading up to the sudden final de- 
nouement. 

Novel Features. 

The outstanding novelties of “Boris” 
proved to be the preponderance of the 
chorus as the vocal mouthpiece of the 
composer, the unusuai choice of a bass 
for the leading role, the scantiness of 
the feminine element in the opera, 
and the structure of the drama, which 
is no coherent, purposeful story, but 
a succession of incidents which por- 
tray a character and a people. It has 
been well-likened to the historical 
chronicles of Shakespeare, in compari- 
eon with the modern dramatic ideal. Its 
musical technical expression, however, 
profits by all that modern composition 
has achieved in ingenuity and variety of 
orchestration. 

Modern art and mechanism gave the 
great Russian work a material setting 
which was in keeping with the actually 
Sumptuous character of the music, the 
beauty of the setting culminating with 
the realistic snowfall scene, which is 
reflected in the orchestra, this episode 
strikingly illustrative of that realism 
which made the music ‘so gripping, in 
Spite of its prevailing somberness. The 
role of the orchestra was as vivid as 
“program” music, charging the text 
with the vitalizing force to carry home 
the full dramatic import of a situation 
or a phrase, 


Didur’s “Boris.” 

Richard Mansfield, as “Peer Gynt,” 
had scarcely a more comprehensive part 
in interpreting the ‘spirit of the Ibsen 
drama than had Adamo Didur in mak- 
ing actual the remorse-tortured Boris, 
and immeasurably moving was the sin- 
ger’s characterization. 

His well mastered voice was a flexi- 
ble instrument, carrying easily in its 
rich depth the feeling which makes 
his Boris no less interesting, although 
differently so, than hi's poetic Archi- 
baldo in “L’Amore dei Tre Re.” 

The tenderness depicted in his voice 
and action in the domestic scene, when 
his love for his son, the one admirable 
trait the chronicle credits Boris with, 
is of & poignancy, a moving beauty 
only different in kind, but not in in- 
tensity to the scenes of his grief and 
his farewell. In the air, “O Son! My 
Son, Beloved of My Heart!” there is a 
grandeur, a heroic style and proportion 
which i's typical of the role and Didur’s 
handling of it. 

This music fs in interesting contrast 
to the principal air of Dmitri (Luca 
Botta) in the Polish love scene with 
Marina, in which the Italian tenor must 
have almost felt at home, since it was 
of a style and brilliance not incompati- 
ble with Italian operatic convention.

BRITISH MISSION 
WORKS TO SERVE 
UNITED STATES 


Washington, April 27.—The British 
war commission today entered upon its 
first day of uninterrupted work with 
a wide series of conferences touching 
every phase of American participation 
in the war. Experts in all lines set 
out in earnest on the various paths 
prescribed by Foreign Secretary Bal- 
four as a result of his preliminary 
conferences with American officials to 
learn how most effectively the British 
commission could be of service. 

Mr. Balfour himself passed a strenu- 
ous day. The morning he devoted to 
writing his first report to England, 
speaking enthusiastically of his warm 
reception here and of the eagerness 
of the American government to co- 
operate in every way to defeat the 
common enemy. The report, which it 
is stated, will be made public later 
in line with Mr. Balfour’s desire to 
take not only the two governments, 
but the two peoples fully into his con- 
fidence, was said to contain “very joy- 
ous news for the British “people.” 

Attorney General Gregory called on 
Mr. Balfour in the afternoon and is 
understood to have discussed with him 
the many kinds of legislation needed 
to protect public safety in war time 
and to prevent aid and comfort reach- 
ing the enemy. 

M. Viviani, head of the French com- 
mfssion, also called on Mr. Balfour to 
more. closely co-ordinate the work of 
the two commissions. M. Viviani told 
Mr. Balfour of the French commission’s 
decision to stay somewhat longer than 
originally planned and to change the 
purpose of their visit largely from 
mere ceremonial to one of service and 
advice. The French, therefore, while

FLORIDA LIQUOR CLUBS 


Drastic Measure Passed by 
Legislature and Sent 
to Governor. <‘ 


Tallahassee, Fla. April 27.—The 
house having passed by an overwhelm- 
ing vote the Davis senate bill aimed at 
service clubs in wet counties of the 
state, the days when Floridians may 
purchase and drink liquor under the 
same roof are © numbered. The bill 
now goes tothe governor for his signa- 
ture. That he will sign it is not ques- 
tioned. 

The bill provides that after the first 
of July it shall be unlawful for any 
club of any description whatever to 
keep, sell or dispose of in any way al- 
coholic beverages in any form. The 
measure was designed to make “air- 
tight”’ the Davis law of 1915, which the 
author intended should prevent the sale 
of liqupr in Florida in less than half- 
pint sealed receptacles except in legiti- 
rmate clubs.

Believed Schmidt May Be Cou- 
rier for the Kaiser’s Min- 
ister to Mexico. 


New Orleans, April 27.—Federal au- 
thorities here late today arrested 1% 
man giving the name of Francisco 
Schmidt, a German, suspected of being 
a German spy.

Schmidt was arrested at a boarding 
house, where it was stated he had been 
stopping with his wife for several 
days. His wife, who is a Mexican wom- 
an, also was taken into custody. 

According to «he federal authorities 
Schmidt, who is about 40 years old, ad- 
mitted to them that he had lived in the 
United States and Mexico for about 
twenty years before the war. The pris- 
oner said thax shortly after war was 
declared between Germdny and the en- 
tente powers he took passage on a 
steamer from America, intending ¢o re- 
turn to Germany, but was captured on 
the sea- by the British and imprisoned 
in a detention camp at Halifax, N. 8. 

The authorities said Schmidt admit- 
ted he escaped from the detention camp 
and made his way to New York and re- 
cently came here, intending to go to 
Vera Cruz. 

The authorities declined to divulge 
the nature of the documents found on 
Schmidt, except to say that their con- 
tents led them to suspect he was con- 
nected with the German minister at 
Mexico City, if not one of his official 
couriers. Federal agents said they also 
were looking for other persons who 
might be connected with Schmidt and 
his suspected activities.

Verdict of Coroner’s Jury—129 
Persons Killed by the

Chester, Pa., April 27.—The coroner’s 
jury late this afternoon returned a 
verdict finding there was no evidence 
before them to lead to the conclusion 
that the explosion at the Eddystone 
Ammunition Corporation plant at Ed- 
dystone, Pa., on April 10 was due to 
a premeditated cause, nor does any 
of the evidence submitted point defi- 
nitely to any other cause. 

The verdict includes the statement 
that the jurymen find that the 129 
victims of the disaster came to their 
death from burns and exhaustion due 
to the explosion. 


DOCTORS SURPRISED 
BY ROBUST HEALTH 
OF GERMAN SAILORS 


The robust health of the German sail- 
ors imprisoned at Fort McPherson is a 
source of amazement to the members 
of the ataff of the field hospital corps 
No. 1, which is the medical unit assign- 
ed to McPherson. 

The Germans have been in McPher- 
son for more than a month, yet the 
only man who has needed medical at- 
tention is a sailow who broke his arm 
while practicing gymnastics. Not even 
a cold has shown up in ranks, despite 
the severe change of climate the aliens 
underwent when they were transferred 
from Philadelphia to the balmy Geor- 
gia atmosphere. 

In spite of their amazing good health, 

e Germans have set up a hospital 
within their prison, and the ship's sur- 
gseon is in medical command. The hos- 
pital is situated in the same building 
where the mess hall has been converted 
into a chapel. The bell of the auxiliary 
cruiser Kronprinz Wilhelm, with 
whieh the German crew was interned, 
serves in the chapel to summon the men 
to religious services.

Increase Agreed Upon by Rail- 
roads and Chief Shippers 
of the Country.

Washington, April 27.—The railroads ths 
of the country and the chief shippers, 7 
representing the National Industrial 
Traffic league, have agreed upon a 100 
per cent increase in demurrage charges 
over the rate in effect prior to Decem- 
ber 1, last, when emergency rates were 
prescribed by the interstate commerce 


commission, 

The new rates, which will go into ef- 
fect May 1, provide charges of $2 per 
day on each car detained for unloading, 
after arrival at its destination, for the 
first four days, and $5 per day there- 
after. 

Tariffs covering the new rates will be 
filed prior to May 1 by all the railroads 
in the country, under the agreement 
reached with the shippers. The first 
of these tariffs was filed today. 

Conferen¢es which resulted in the in- 
creased rate were held between’ the 
American Railway association and the 
feague, as well as other organizations 
of shippers. The league conducted a 
mail ballot among 300,000 shippers, and 
a substantial majority for the increase, 
it is understood, was recorded. 

The increased rates are designed, by 
placing a, heavier penalty upon re- 
ceiyers of shipments, to gid the rail- 
roads in the rapid handling of freight 
and to enable them to use their equip- 
ment to its maximum capacity.

BY MINE EXPLOSION 


Fire Follows Explosion and 
Prevents Rescue Squads 
Reaching Victims. 


Trinidad, Colo., April 27.—Hope that 
any of the 120 men thought to be en- 
tombed in the Hasting mine, near here, 
today may be rescued was abandoned 
by rescue crews tonight. The men 
were caught behind a wall of fire 
which followed an explosion in 
main stope early this morning and can- 
not be reached. 

The first bodies of victims have been 
found by the rescue squads, accord- 
ing to Charles Dalrymple, chief inspec- 
tor of the state mining bureau. He 
said the rescuers have penetrated 2,000 
feet into the workings. 

“One hundred and eighteen men are 
behind the fire and there is little 
chance of reaching them,” Dalrymple 
reported.
